Mrs. Croney was born Nov. 21, 1874 in 
Mississippi and grew up in Arkansas. She 
and her husband Thomas first moved to 
Upland in 1928. He pruned trees and 
worked as a carpenter prior to his death 
in 1958 


Throughout her life, Mrs. Croney has 
been interested in other people and her 
flower garden. She worked especially 
hard to produce beautiful camellias and 
petunias 


Her descendants include three great 
great-grandchildren, 24 great 
grandchildren, 15 grandchildren and 
eight children 


The children include Lloyd Croney of 
Costa Mesa, Addie Sloan of Santa Ana 
and Ella Sloan of Upland ( Addie arid Ella 
married brothers), Florence Brewster of 
Porterville, Ollie Mathis of Orange, 
Ruth Cariton of Dolan Springs, Ariz., and 
Lena Baker of Half Moon Bay. The 
eighth child, Edgar, died at the age of 
nine of what doctors diagnosed as 
congestion of the brain 

The Croneys were members of Upland 
Baptist Church and Mrs. Croney later 
joined the Church of Christ

Table tennis has changed since Alta 
Loma resident Mary MclIlwain was 
learning the sport. Mrs. McIiwain was 
U.S. senior women’s open champion in 
1968. Now she plays with the Upland 
Table Tennis Club, which has scheduled 
a tournament Dec. 8 at Upland High 
School. 

In the old days, she said, athletes 
Gepended on natural ability and constant 
practice. But today the world’s best 
players really train, developing their 
muscles and relfexes by weight lifting 
end running 

She wonders, “If I had it to do over 
again, wou!d I want to be a top player?”’ 
For a woman athlete the time for being a 
Champion is very short, she noted 

Even in Japan where table tennis is a 
popular aport, a woman is ‘finished’

wuen she’s 23-25 years old. She turns to 
other important things — getting 
married and raising a family — and she 
doesn't have time to train, commented 
Mrs. Mcllvain 

Table tennis takes as much skill and 
training as any other sport, and more 
speed than tennis, she said. In a fast 
game the ball may travel 100 miles per 
hour, and players have to move very 
swiftly to cover the playing area 

Although table tennis is a growing 
sport in the U.S., Americans are at a 
disadvantage when they compete 
internationally. The Oriental countries 
and Sweden have developed very good 
players, noted Mrs. Mcllvain, due to the 
rigorous training camps that have been 
established. Also, many Oriental players 
are subsidized by the companies they 
work for

“IT used to think the Orientals were 
best because their reflexes are better,”’ 
she said. Actually it’s because of their 
characters. An American who misses a 
Shot will explode, but Orientals aren't 
Such exhibitionists. They're 
concentrating on the next shot 

Oriental players are perfectionists, 
concentraing on one sport, while ‘‘our 
young people try to do everything well, 
commented Mrs. Mclivain 

A major difference between Oriental 
and American play is the way the 
racquet is held. Generally Orientals use 
the penholder grip while Americans still 
use the shakehand (tennis style) grip 

Both can be developed successfully, 
she said, but the shakehand allows better 
access to all moves. With the penholder, 
it is more difficult to hit backhand shots 
But, she noted, players can develop a 
very powerful forehand drive using the 
penholder grip 

Table tennis is not only a demanding 
sport, but can be a fun game. It provides 
fellowship for family members and 
relaxation from the tensions of modern 
life, said Bill Rey, manager of the 
Upland Tennis Club 

And, noted Mrs. Mclivain, ‘‘It's 
terrific exercise. Usually exercise is 
boring, but with table tennis, you get lots 
of exercise without even thinking about 
» 

Loca! enthusiasts will have a chance to 
get some of that exercise at the 
tournament Dec. 8 The tournament, 
scheduled from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. at the 
Upland High School gym, offers events 
for every age including novice events for 
both male and female players 

Entry forms are available at Magnolia 
Recreation Center and Upland 
Recreation Department. Entry deadline 
is Dec. 6. The tournament is sponsored 
jointly by the Recreation Department 
and the Upland Table Tennis Club 

The two-year-old club is affiliated with 
the United States Table Tennis 
Association (USTTA) which provides 
member clubs with educational films, 
publishes 2 monthly newsletter and 
determines the ranking of players 

Local players improve their national 
ranking by competing in USTTA- 
sanctioned tournaments which are heid 
by other Southern California table tennis 
clubs. A team from the Upland club 
recently placed seventh in the annual 
Huntington Beach tournament. Reaching 
the quarterfinais before being 
eliminated were team members Tony 
Wicher, Wiley Butler, Somchai 
Yantapannit, Mary Mclivain and Don

State aids Veterans’ aid ex

The Alta Loma and Mt. Baldy 
school districts were among the 
districts this week granted 
State funds for school 
construction 

The state Allocation Board 
cleared $17.5 million for 
construction of schools needed 
to replace structures not 
meeting earthquake-safe 
standards and classrooms in 
four counties having districts 
with rapidly growing 
enrollments 

Alta Loma, a rapid-growth 
district, was awarded $896,731 
Floyd Stork, district 
superintendent, said the funds 
will go the construction of the 
Jasper Elementary School 

Located at the northeast 
corner of Jasper and 18th 
streets, the school is planned 
for completion “hopefully not 
too late after school starts next 
fall,”’ Stork said 

The Alta Loma district is 
expected to seek construction 
bids in January. The new 
school, the fourth in the 
district, will cost $1.1 million, 
with district school 
construction bonds financing 
some $22,000 of the total cost 

The state funds granted the 
Mt. Baldy district will be used 
to replace that district's one 
school, which does not meet 
State earthquake-safe 
standards
